To the Inhabitants cf the Town of Merrimack in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Merrimack on Tuesday, the 14th day of March next, 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
qects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


2. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for town officers’ salaries. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for town officers’ expenses. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the police department. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the fire department. 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for fighting forest fire. 
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8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the health department. 


9. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to secure state aid for the 
permanent improvements of highways, or’*take any action 
relating thereto. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and bridges. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the general expenses of the high- 
way department. 


12. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise aand appropri- 
ate money for electric street lights in the village of Reed’s 
Ferry, or take any action relating thereto. 


13. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care and supplies of town hall 
or take any action relating thereto, 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for public library. 


15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care of parks and playgrounds. 


17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care of cemeteries. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to pay the interest on town 
notes and trust funds used by the town. 


19. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount for 
the early payment of taxes and make appropriation for same, 
or take any action relating thereto. 


20. ‘To see if the town will vote to observe old home 
day and raise and appropriate money for same. 
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21. To see if the town will vote to allow the selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes, or take any action 
relating thereto. 


22. ‘To see if the town will vote to have the town line 
surveyed between Amherst and Merrimack from Parker’s 
Corner, south end of Baboosic Lake to Noyes’ Corner, north 
end of Lake, and place new markers where necessary and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 


23. To see if the town will vote to close the road from 
the Walter Kittridge Farm to the D. W. Highway through 
the Parker Woods. 


24. To hear the reports of the town officers, and trans- 
act any other business that may legally come before the meet- 
ing, and raise and appropriate money for same. 


25. To see if the town will vote to discontinue certain 
portions of the town highway known as the Daniel Webster 
trunk line, between Pennichuck Brook, and Hialeah Park, the 
use of such portions of highway being no longer required by 
reason of the relocation of same highway in the course of the 
reconstruction of same; and to authorize the Selectmen to 
petition the Superior Court for its consent to such discon- 
tinuance if such procedure is necessary, and to do all other 
things necessary in connection therewith.

The total enrollment in the schools of Merrimack of Jan. 
4, 1933, was 5 more than on a similar date last year, and 19 
more than on a similar date in 1931. The change from last 
year’s enrollment in different schools was: 7 less pupils at 
Reed’s Ferry, 3 less pupils at Merrimack, 11 more pupils at 
Thornton’s Ferry, 1 less at No. 5, 1 more at No. 7, 1 more at 
No. 12, and 3 more at McGaw Normal Institute. 

The addition of the 7th grade to the Thornston’s Ferry 
School was responsible for 7 of the recorded increase in that 
school. The change was made partly because of the increase 
in the number of pupils in the grammar room in Reeds’ Ferry 
last year, and partly as an economy measure in the saving 
of transportation on these pupils from Thornton’s Ferry to 
Reed’s Ferry. 
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Due to the fact that your school beard have constantly 
held down to near rock bottom the expenditures of the school 
department, it has not been possible to make as drastic cuts 
in the school appropriations as has been possible in many 
places. 

Drasti¢ cuts in school expenditures in Merrimack would 
seriously effect the instruction which could be given in your 


schools.

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Report of Headmaster of McGaw Normal Institute, 1933 


The enrollment this year has been the largest for several 
years. Last June only four pupils were graduated while this 
year’s entering class numbered thirteen. ‘Three of this num- 
ber have dropped out. Fourteen of last year’s entering class 
returned this fall; one has dropped out of school and one has 
moved from town. ‘There were nine Juniors at the beginning 
of the year but one has left school. The six Seniors who be- 
gan the year are still enrolled making a total present enroll- 
ment of thirty-six. 

As has been the custom for the past two years a school 
play was given late in the Fall to raise funds for the prize- 
speaking activities of the school and on Jan. 27, 1933, was 
held the preliminary contest for the boys.

Most of the dental work con- 
sisted of fillings in permanent teeth which of course means 
the saving of the second or permanent teeth and this means 
improvement in health for these children. —
